Statements 

Substituent "X" of formula II is never explicitly defined in the specification 
or claims of the application. See '059 column 3, lines 57-58, defining all other 
substituents of Formula II; claims 3 and 10. Formula II is defined by the 
specification as a siloxane monomer. See '059 column 3, lines 23-24. The 
preferred siloxane monomers are 
"3-methacryloxypropyltris(trimethylsiloxy)silane" and 

"3-methacryloxypropylbis(trimethylsiloxy)methylsilane." See '059 column 3, lines 
38-39. These preferred siloxane monomers contain an oxygen position at the 
point of substituent "X." Therefore Applicants respectfully submit that the 
requested amendments to claims 3 and 10 do not add new matter to this reissue 
application. 

In addition to the change to substituent "X" the points of attachment for 
both "R 22 "s are revised in Claims 3, and 10. The structure in the depicted patent 
where R 22 is attached to oxygen is incorrect and was a typographical error. 

In light of the foregoing amendments and statement Applicants 
respectfully submit that claims 3 and 10 are in condition for allowance. In light of 
the attached Preliminary Amendment and Remarks Applicants respectfully solicit 
a notice of allowance for all pending claims.
